Does it mean that people 
are only interested in doubles, and 
will one be able to Judge the stand- 
ard of the game by watching 
doubles? To all these questions, I 
answer “No", Now Ict me turn to 
the thing that has been left out 
by the League, that fe: “Should 
singles be competed among Clubs?” 
To answer this question, we quickly 
any “Yes”. In all respects, singles 
ja by far o more superior gzame 
than doubles, nnd one can at onc 
detect the ‘standard of ench player. 


Again, I should say that badmin- 
ton enthustasta would take more 
{Interest in singles than in doubles. 
Aas n proof of this, I was once 
watching an inter-State badminton 
match, which consists of singles 
and doubles, The game was to 
finish in two days; singles was 
played on the first day, and doubles 
to follow on the second day. in 
the first day, the hall where. the 
game owas played was packed but 
on the socond day, only a handful 
turned out to witness the doubles 
game.

‘London, Nov. 21. 

The Roport of the Indidn Select 
Committee was issued this after- 
noon. 

ft advocates that an All India 
Federation, comprised of  self- 
governing units, be substituted for 
the present. centralised Govern- 
ment, . 

Eleven British Indian provinces, 
two of which would be new, would 
then be linked in.a Federal-syatem 
with the Indian .States, which 
would enter the Federation by the 
voluntary act-of their rulers, 

No change is contemplated ‘in 
the internal regime of the States, 
nor the relationship between their 
rulers and the Crown outside the 
Federal sphere, but it is proposed 
that the Provinces should mannge 
their own affairs to oa greater 
extent than previously.

“A minority of the Communist 
party of some 2,000,000 persons Is 
in control of a population of 160.- 
000,000,” Gen, Masuda anid, ‘and 
there is strong rivalry for power 
inside the Communist ranks, 


“For inatance the Soviets con- 
ducted a propaganda programme of 
specches with a two-fold atm. 
One was to get the Russian people 
to thinking about external things 
while the officinis fixed things to 
sult. themselves. The other aim 
was to peratiade the United States 
that Japan was about ready to make 
war on the Soviets and wonld begin 
with an attack on the Sovict 
Maritime provinces. 


SOVIET VICTORY 


“Americans believed the reports 
and therein was a Soviet victory. 
They received the attention of the 
Ameriean newspapers. They bribed 
some newspapers and attempted ta 
bribe French newspapers.. They 
would like to convince Great Britain 
also.”
